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Eight "astronauts" step from their 
space station, launch platform into their 
red-and-gray-striped space "rocket" as 
the seconds tick by. FIVE . . . FOUR . . . 
THREE . . .TWO . . . ONE . . . BLAST OFF! ! 

With awesome speed, they ascend 
into the secret realms of the universe, 
soaring beyond the pull of gravity and 
into the weightlessness of outer space. 

A soft, fluorescent glow permeates 
the limitless darkness as the vehicle 
zooms through space. Twisting and 
banking, the space capsule plunges 
into the swirling galaxies, past shooting 
stars and meteoric showers. 

Escaping the cosmic rain of particles, 
the passengers pass an orbital space 
shuttle station which other astronauts 
use on lunar and planetary missions. 


Gradually, the capsule begins its 
descent to earth. Reentering the atmo- 
sphere, the spacecraft "spins" toward 
home in a reddish-orange glow. 

With a safe landing accomplished, 
the disembarking passengers gaze back 
in wonder at the unworldly reaches of 
Space Mountain. 

Walt Disney World's newest and 
most thrilling attraction. Space Moun- 
tain is scheduled to open January 15, 
1975. Sponsored by RCA, it is definitely 
an amazing accomplishment. 

The towering, cone-shaped structure 
reaches skyward 173 feet above Tomor- 
rowland in the Magic Kingdom. It is a 
Walt Disney World landmark, nearly 
equalling the 18 stories of the famous 
Cinderella's Castle. Space Mountain's 
enormous interior is wider than a foot- 
ball field. Continued 
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Walt Disney envisioned such an at- 
traction over 10 years ago. He wanted 
everyone to be able to experience the 
excitement of space travel presently 
known only by a few select astronauts. 

"Imagineers" at Disney's WED Enter- 
prises in California developed much 
more than just a simulated race through 
space. Upon entering Space Moun- 
tain, Disney guests follow an angled 
pathway that gives the impression of 
moving into outer space. 

Unique “windows in space" along 
the way demonstrate the role of elec- 
tronic communications in space ex- 
ploration. The viewports show the 
many ways man has learned to send 
and receive information and images, 
from radioto the modern age of satellite 
relay systems. Gradually, the guests be- 
gin to feel as if they are actually out in 
space, looking back at earth and view- 
ing astronauts at work on distant 
satellites. 

Following the sensational journey 
aboard the rocket, the guests continue 
their travels on a moving speedramp 
into another world of tomorrow — the 
Home of Future Living. Here, the Dis- 
ney "Imagineers" have worked with 
RCA to illustrate how tomorrow's com- 
munication technology will assist every 
member of the family. 


Over three years have gone into the 
actual building of Space Mountain. 
Each of the 72 massive, pre-stressed 
concrete beams that form the huge, 
ribbed slopes of the sealed cone had 
to be cast near the construction site. 
Mammoth cranes then lifted the pie- 
shaped, 114-foot-tall beams into place. 
Each beam has a 14-foot-wide base and 
is five feet wide at the top. 

The completed dome interior is used 
as an enormous, circular projection sur- 
face upon which satellites, galaxies, 
shooting stars and other stellar phe- 
nomena come to life. Blacklight sur- 
roundings intensify the mystical, twin- 
kling atmosphere. 

Two electronically engineered guide 
paths twist and criss-cross within the 
darkened mountain, often disappearing 
into the vast spacial expanse. These 
tracks were designed with the elabo- 
rate use of computers so that all their 
curves and bends produce an entirely 
smooth "flight!' 

At times, the rockets' speeds reach 
over 25 m.p.h. on the mile-long paths, 
but every inch of the complex and intri- 
cate track layout has been carefully 
calculated and checked by electronic 
computers to insure maximum speed, 
safety and comfort. 


A life-like family of Audio-Anima- 
tronic "actors" in the Home of Future 
Living demonstrates the use of innova- 
tive communications equipment. 

In one dramatization, the father, a 
business executive relaxing on his patio, 
participates in a business conference 
via a portable audio-video (sound- 
picture) unit contained in a briefcase 
and connected to the cable television 
system built into his home. 

In other rooms, an electronic baby- 
sitter (RCA television camera) keeps 
tabs on a small child; a teenage boy 
learns to ski on a special hobby room 
simulator; a teenager "watches" her 
favorite performer by playing her 
SelectaVision recording; a grand- 
mother attends a pottery "class" using 
a two-way television system by which 
the teacher can also watch his students 
and answer their questions; a television 
monitor allows Mother to answer the 
doorbell; and two ladies shop from 
home via BiDirectional Cable Service. 



WED Enterprises "illusioneers" de- 
veloped numerous special effects for 
this thrilling attraction. When the 
“astronauts" are launched from the 
space station, their capsule shoots 
through a tunnel-like enclosure where 
the sensation of great speed is created. 
During reentry, they pass through a 
“rotating" tunnel where, it seems, their 
spacecraft is “rolling;' Sound, lights, 
darkness and motion are all skillfully 
combined in Space Mountain to con- 
vey the exhilarating physical sensations 
of interplanetary travel. 

Space Mountain is making its debut 
in Tomorrowland along with another 
new attraction, the Carousel of Progress, 
sponsored by General Electric. Featur- 
ing four eras of homes, from the gay 
nineties to today, the Carousel of 
Progress uses Audio-Animatronic fig- 
ures to show the increase in leisure 
time as succeeding generations of home 
appliances make life easier. Guests are 
seated in six theaters that revolve 
around the stages of the Carousel. 

Tomorrowland's expansion also in- 
t eludes a modern transportation sys- 
tem, the WEDway PeopleMover. When 
completed, the PeopleMover will carry 
guests throughout Tomorrowland along 
a 4,571-foot elevated guideway in 32 
five-car “trains;' 

Starjets, an exciting new attraction 
mounted atop the PeopleMover sta- 
tion, has 12 jets attached to a mock-up 
of a Saturn-like rocket. Two "pilots" 
control each jet which whirls around 
the rocket, 60 feet in the air. 

In the midst of all this recent growth. 
Space Mountain rises like a monu- 
mental centerpiece, reminding Magic 
Kingdom guests of what Walt Disney 
once said about another favorite place: 
“Disneyland will never be completed, 
as long as there is imagination left in 
the world;' 

Walt Disney World builds on this 
dream, too. V

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With Joyous Carols, 
Colorful Parades, 
and Gala Parties 
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Sweet scents of bayberry, holly and fir 
trees drift in the air, mingling with the glee- 
ful refrains of traditional Christmas carols. 
Winter has come again, bringing the Yule- 
tide season and holiday splendor to Disney- 
land and Walt Disney World. 

The turn-of-the-century themed "lands" 
of Main Street, U.S.A. sparkle with excite- 
ment beneath the glittering ornaments and 
greenery-bedecked lampposts. Candy canes, 
cookie houses, elves working on Christmas 
presents "for good little boys and girls," 
and stockings bulging with brightly-wrap- 
ped treasures fill the shop windows, tempt- 
ing all who pass by them. 

A decorated, 60-foot-tall, White Fir 
Christmas tree, intrigues excited children 
and reminiscing parents who hurry to see 
its thousands of dazzling ornaments. Bright 
poinsettias and garlands of hemlock and 
holly become twinkling reflections in the 
shiny Christmas tree balls. 

Then, as evening slips into the Magic 
Kingdom and "the happiest place on earth" 
Disney guests gather near the Main Street 
railroad stations to watch the beautiful 
Christmas Candlelight Processions. Telling 
the story of Christmas through song and 
narration, the deeply-stirring ceremonies 
are presented only twice each year. This 
season, they can be enjoyed on December 
21 and 22, at both Parks. 

Walt Disney World's "Holiday on Parade" 
premieres Saturday, 2 p.m., December 21. 
The first performance of Disneyland's "Fan- 
tasy on Parade" follows the Candlelight 
Processional that evening. Many of Walt 
Disney's most memorable film classics come 


to life in each colorful 
pageant of 35 magical 
floats and more than 500 
frolicking characters. # 

The parades, which 
feature scenes from 
family favorites, such 
as "Fantasia," "Pinocchio,' 

"Snow White" and 
"Mary Poppins," are 
presented daily into the 
new year. Lovable Winnie 
the Pooh, miserly Scrooge 
McDuck, the Big Bad Wolf, 
and floppy-eared Dumbo are 
only a few of the other Disney 
stars that will be performing. 

Undoubtedly, the most famous 
special guest in each parade is 
Santa Claus. Riding in an elegant 
sleigh, he is in the grand finale 
of the delightful entourage. 

December closes with a bang during 
two of the world's largest New Year 
celebrations. Tickets must be purchased 
in advance for the evening festivities of 
December 31, when guests will cheer and 
dance in the New Year to the music of top 
bands and popular singers. 

As the nostalgic memories, glittering parades, 
and abounding merriment of 1974 turn the corner 
of time, another full year of fantastic fun bursts 
forth at Disneyland and Walt Disney World. V

Fiery, molten lava sprays from an 
erupting volcano and oozes down the 
mountainside toward four exhausted 
men and a frightened Viking maiden. 

A peculiar-looking airship heads into 
impending disaster as lightning jolts the 
air and craggy rocks loom out of the 
darkness of an arctic storm. 

Killer whales bite viciously into a 
floating island of ice on which their 
potential victims desperately cling. 
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A skilled Disney craftsman checks 
and adjusts the props he built. 
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Looking in upon the excitement of a 
new Walt Disney Productions' movie, 
Disney guests could be watching a pre- 
view at the Disney Studio in Burbank, 
California, or they could be engrossed 
in a new movie while comfortably 
seated in a dark, neighborhood theater. 

But, these particular guests are at 
neither place. Instead, they are peering 
into the Emporium windows on Main 
Street, U.S.A., at Disneyland and Walt 
Disney World, where they are catching 
an unusual presentation of scenes from 
"The Island at the Top of the World" 
Walt Disney Productions' newest ad- 
venture saga. 

For several years, the Emporium win- 
dows have been utilized as an innova- 
tive form of theater — a form which 
captures the dramatic highlights of 
scenes from outstanding Disney movies 
in a highly unusual way. 

For the current Emporium "produc- 
tion" of "Island at the Top of the World" 
nine separate windows are used as 
stages on which realistic miniature 
figures of the stars and scaled- 
down versions of the sets and 
props from the movie dupli- 


cate what moviegoers will see in the 
adventure film. 

The creation of these window 
"scenes" which require many months 
of preparation and involve the skills of 
scores of Disney artisans and craftsmen, 
is quite often as complex as the actual 
filming of the movie they portray. 

Essentially, there are nine stages or 
processes which must be accomplished 
in order to create a window "produc- 
tion" for the Emporium window "play- 
house(' Depending on the movie which 
is to be recreated in the new form, the 
job of going from one medium to 
another can be filled with artistic haz- 
ards, or it can be a relatively simple 
procedure. It is always highly exacting. 

"The Island at the Top of the World," 
which, briefly, is the tale of four men 
in search of one man's lost son who 
disappeared in the vast reaches of the 
arctic, was a special challenge for the 
window artisans. 

A team of craftsmen 
began gathering 
their tools 



while the movie was still a jumble of 
rough segments of unedited film. Rely- 
ing on photographs ("stills") taken 
during the filming and a brief look at 
cuts from the unfinished film, the win- 
dow art director had to decide how to 
depict the essential tale of the adven- 
ture in just a few scenes. 

He began by sketching a rough pen- 
cil storyboard which illustrated small 
depictions of each proposed window 
scene. The art director then discussed

these ideas with the movie's producers 
and artists, making sure that his inter- 
pretations captured the excitement 
and adventure of the movie. 

Next, he drew a larger, more detailed 
pencil storyboard and blueprints of all 
the nine windows to be decorated. 
These blueprints (which described 
every item to be constructed for the 
miniature sets) and the stills served as 
guides for a whole family of Disney 
artisans and craftsmen. 

Using photographs of the main ac- 
tors, sculptors reproduced each 
intricate facial characteristic on molds 
for casting the miniature figures' heads. 
(The basic bodies were molded in parts 
and assembled so that they could later 
be animated.) 

Perspective was very important in 
planning the window scenes. For ex- 
ample, the figures placed at the front 
of the scenes were made about 30 
inches tall, while those further back 
were scaled down to approximately 15 
inches, giving a three-dimensional 
effect to each display. 


Costume designers spent months 
choosing the appropriate fabrics and 
sewing clothes for the figures. They also 
relied on stills and artist conceptions of 
the cast's wardrobes. Because of the tiny 
size of the costumes, each article had 


to be sewn by hand. Even the knit 
sweaters, socks, and ties were hand- 
crafted for authenticity. 

Meanwhile, in other backstage Dis- 
ney shops, carpenters, modelmakers, 
electricians, animators, and artists 
began working on the many intricate 
details that would make the miniature 
set complete. 

The carpenter built the authentic- 
looking Viking house, a boat, a hangar 
for the airship, and all the framework 
that supports the floors and mountains. 
Large items were constructed in sec- 
tions to enable the decorators to fit 
them easily into the Emporium win- 
dows. For instance, the hangar's roof 
had to be installed first before the wall 
frames could be slid into place under it. 

A modelmaker set the stages with 
mountains, snow, rivers, and ice, adding 
depth and dimension to the scenes. 
Carved out of huge blocks of styro- 
foam, these "natural wonders" were 
coated with a special plaster to give 
them texture before an artist's paints 
provided that extra touch of realism. 

Twine substituted for rope on the 
airship and small twigs became bushes 
and trees as the modelmakers scav- 
anged for proportionate materials to 
achieve the perfect on-stage perspec- 
tive. Even the artificial grass had to be 
carefully cut by hand for a correct 
depth-of-field impression. 

As these craftsmen prepared the 
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basic structures, sign and pictorial art- 
ists began turning plywood frames into 
planked houses and rugged chunks of 
white styrofoam into fiery volcanoes. 

Additional storyboards, showing the 
color schemes and designs for all the 
backgrounds and props, were prepared 
by the art director and studio artists. 
With these guides, the sign and picto- 
rial artists painted elaborate murals on 
canvas stretched out on the workshop 
wall. Their work deceives the viewers' 
eyes with brush-and-pen masterpieces 
of landscapes that seem to stretch far 
off into the distance. 

For special effects, such as volcanic 
fires, the artist used fluorescent enamel 
and then called on another Disney 
craftsman — the electrician — to com- 
plete the effect. 

The electrician produced "fire" with 
the help of a flicker board, a lighting 
system which twinkles above the painted 
inferno giving an illusion of leaping 
flames. A master of deception, he also 
activated a terrifying lightning storm by 
hooking up a timed strobe light. 

Lighting was very important in achiev- 
ing the individual atmosphere of each 
scene. The whiteness of the snow had 
to gleam brilliantly, but the stormy 
mountain valley had to withdraw in 
gloom. Therefore, over ten different 
types of lights, with voltages ranging 
from two to 200, were used throughout 
the nine windows. 


Animating the miniature figures is the final step in setting the Emporium stages. 


The hangar, for instance, has both 
interior and exterior lamps. The closer 
lights are larger with a higher voltage 
and the more distant lamps are barely 
pinpoints of light. 

When the craftsmen and artisans 


completed their backstage work, they 
gathered at the windows in the very 
early morning hours to set the Empo- 
rium stages. As the props were ar- 
ranged, animators connected the 
nearly invisible lines that control the 
movements of the figures, and the art- 
ists sprinkled table salt for snow and 
touched up faces and backdrops. 

It was here in the windows that all 
the months of work had to blend 
together perfectly in a final dress re- 
hearsal. Several more weeks then passed 
during which the meticulous craftsmen 
carefully checked every aspect of the 
performance. 

At last the show is ready. The nine 
Emporium window stages have been 
transformed into a playhouse of sus- 
penseful action, entrancing Disney 
guests and bringing smiles of satisfac- 
tion to the scores of "directors" who 
made the production possible. 

But, even as "The Island at the Top of 
the World" makes its debut, another 
Walt Disney movie and window "play" 
already are being planned backstage. 
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When lifeless objects move with no ap- 
parent assistance and the future is foreseen, 
witches or gypsies come to mind. So, when 
two young children possess the uncanny 
ability to perform such supernatural feats, it 
is not unusual that fear, curiosity and greed 
are aroused among their acquaintances. 

"Escape to Witch Mountain" a new Walt 
Disney Productions' movie, is an intriguing 
mystery about this twice-orphaned brother 
and sister whose extraordinary talents are 
sought by a tyrannical multi-millionaire. 

Tony Malone, 12 (Ike Eisenmann), and his 
sister, Tia, 10 (Kim Richards), are sent to 
Pine Grove orphanage after the loss of their 
foster parents. 

Initially, they appear to be ordinary, intel- 
ligent children. That is, until Tia says hello 
to the Pine Grove director by name without 
ever having been told her name. 

It becomes apparent that these young- 
sters have a mysterious background when 
Tia slips into daydreams centering around 
a strange wreck at sea. In the flashbacks, two 
small children (who could have been Tony 
and Tia seven years previously) are res- 
cued by a fishing boat as their companion, 
Uncle Bene (Denver Pyle), disappears be- 
neath the storm-tossed water. 

Tia senses that her subconscious is show- 
ing their unknown life before the Malones 
brought them home. A cautious and mature 
youngster, she guards these secrets and 
attempts to keep others from realizing that 
she and Tony possess some very unusual 
and rare powers. 

Tony is less careful. Soon, it becomes 
known that he and Tia both can levitate, 


that they have extrasensory perception 
(ESP), that they have an extraordinarily keen 
sense of hearing and that they can move 
physical objects simply by concentrating on 
them (psychokinesis). 

One evening, as the brother and sister 
discuss their situation, an imperious mil- 
lionaire meets with some of his employees 
a few miles away in Xanthus, his castle-like 
domain. Aristotle Bolt (Ray Milland), al- 
though wealthy, is still searching for more 
power which he hopes to gain by finding 
someone who can predict the future. 

Bolt has hired a psychic investigator, 
Lucas Deranian (Donald Pleasence), who 
quite accidentally meets Tia and Tony in 
town the next day. 

Recognizing their precognitive abilities, 
Deranian poses as their uncle and takes 
them to Xanthus, where they are greeted 
with all sorts of luxuries, yet remain sus- 
picious of their new "relative" 

Bolt spies on the children and, convinced 
that they are genuine psychics, confronts 
them with his plans. Tony and Tia realize 
that they must escape before he moves 
them to the tighter security of his secluded 
mountaintop chalet. 

They decide to head for Stony Creek, a 
town shown on a small, hand-drawn map 
found in a peculiar metallic case which Tia 
always carries. 

Amid a magnificent display of ESP and 
psychokinesis, Tony and Tia unlock doors 
and turn away attacking guard dogs as they 
flee from their eerie surroundings. 

They elude their pursuers by stowing 
away in a recreational vehicle parked at a 


grocery store. The driver, Jason O'Day 
(Eddie Albert), finds them the next morning. 

Tony and Tia gradually win O'Day's valu- 
able friendship, and he agrees to take them 
to Stony Creek as he becomes aware of their 
supernatural talents and mysterious origin. 

Meanwhile, Bolt has put up a large re- 
ward for the escapees. Sheriff Purdy (Walter 
Barnes) of Stony Creek catches them, but 
Tony "conjures up" a broomstick man 
which allows him and Tia to get away. 

Frightened by this magic, Sheriff Purdy 
spreads the word that the Malone children 
are really witches who came down from 
nearby Witch Mountain. 

The chase continues in a melee of extra- 
terrestrial tricks and evasions set up by 
Tony and Tia.
